Republican Fear That They

Well Founded

CHICAGO, 1L, Nov, 7—Chlcago women
Ald thelr part toward alecting Hughes, and
the extenaive balief that the woamen would |
yots for Wilson in masses was not upheid
From the start of the count the Hughes |
women led Wilson women

It Is trus that the percentage of women
voting for Hughsa was not quite as Iarge
AR the parcentage of men for HHughes, but
It wan not far behing Judging from the
sarly returnm, the Rapublican women will
lend the Democratic women by about 5000
In the city,

AlMost every regintered waman votsd
As far as the sarly returns showsd, mors
than ninety-five per cent of the registarsd
women wenl to the polla The estimated
vots of the wamen in Chioago Ia 200,000
The registration of women |s 108,608

In numerous precinets thors wers & fow
more women voting for Wilson than men
That was trus particularly in the 285th
Ward, & strong Hepublican ward In the
f4th precinet, for instance, thers wera 115
Wilson women te &0 men for Wilson

Reapublican women wore jubliant over
the results in Chicagn. They foared the
“"Rept us out of war’ slogan In club and
Yulfrage circles the Wilson talk was strong,
But when It came to the rank and fils, the
women turned to Hughen

Membars of the National Woman's party,
which fought Wilson beonums of his attl-
tuds on the natlonal auffrage question, were
Darticularly jopous. After hearing the re.
sult of the woman's vote In Lliinola. Miss
Alics Paul, national chairman of the Con-
greasional Unlon, who has had charge of
the campaign of the party, made the fol
lowing statoment :

"Wa fesl after this refusal to vots for
the man who has blocked national Woman
suffrage that the passage of the Fedoral
Rmendment (s uswured and that no Pres!
dent or party ever aguin would dare to
ignore the just claims of the women of the
nation to thelr suffrage rights

“After our efforts in thin and other suf-
frage Statea, and the reparts of the reaponne
WomAn voters were mnking to the appeal of
the Natlonal Woman's party. we felt no
doubl as to the result In this State ™

Governor and Mra Dunne with thelr
daughter, Misx Monan Dunne. went early o
R polling place, where Miss Dunne marked
her first political ballot of any kind and
Mra. Dunne her first ballat for the presi-,
dency. Both Mrs. Dunne and her daughter
were In the booth less than m minute. The
Governor took considera®y longer.

"It was Indesd & thrilling and impressive
expoerience to be voting for Preaident,” de-
clared Misn Jans Addams wfter she had
oast her vote for Wilson. 1 helleve that
every voting woman in Chicago is fesling
moved and thrilled by the experience, which
in one of deep significance.”

Aceording to declarations of M
mbnd Rohine, who cast her wote for
Hughen, the blg vote which women In
liltnole cast will show to politicians of other
States without suffrage as yet the keen
intarest women are taking in politics and
will prompt them to sid In the passage
of much legislation in thelr own States

A system of pensionn hay been adopted
hy the Philadelphla Trust Company which
shall apply te wil 14 smploves who
been in the mervice of the company twenty
yeare. The purposs of the aystam s to an-
courage peraistency of servics and reward
those who give the productive years of their
life to tha company.

Thosa employes who have hesn eontint-
ounly with the company for twenty years
and have atiained the nge of alxty-fve may,
unless requestad by the board of directors
to remnin longer In the service, be retirad
from active service and receive n prensian
for the remainder of thelr lves

Employes of advanced agas who are in-
capacitated and unable to psrform regulnr
and competent servies will also be taken
cars of, providing they huve been in the eme-
ploy of the company for at least twenly
YEeArs

A statement Inmnied by the company said

“*The annial pension to be allowed such
retieed employe shall be at the rate of two
per cent of his or her average annual! sal-
ary for the three years Immidi Iy pre
erding his or her retirement h year
of service In the company, but the maxi-
mum annual amount pald shall in no case
exceed sixty per cent of such average uan-
nual salary, and the minimum annual
amount shall In no case be less than forty
per ceant of such average nnnual salpry

“The adoption of this ple of granting
pensions by the board of directors shall not
be held or conmtrued as giving to any em
ploys a right to be retalned In the service
of the company. or any right or claim to
any pension, and the company reserves, un
affectad by any allowances, its rights and
privileges to discharge any emplove when
the Interests of the company re
quire, without lability other than for sulary
or wages dus and unpeid, or ‘o makes such
changes or amendments hereto, from time
to time, as they may decm expedient.”
